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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/28/201 1 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claim 4 has been withdrawn. Upon further search and 
consideration, prior art meeting the limitations of claim 4 could not be found. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 4-1 0 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As for claim 4, a luminous body, comprising a housing having a bottom surface, 
inner walls and a light emission surface; and a plurality of light sources arranged in the 
housing and configured to radiate light in a direction substantially parallel to the light 
emission surface, wherein the inner walls reflect the light at least partly, wherein each 
light source comprises an LED element and a lens body provided thereon to emit the 
light substantially in a direction perpendicular to an axis of the LED element, and 
wherein the LED elements are inserted into the bottom surface such that the lens 
bodies extend through a cover plate arranged over the bottom surface. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
